great glider 
held Burma 
but generally  over- 
looked by most observers was the 
stupendous feat of landing 1,183 
mules and 250 native Chinese horses 
on a rough buffalo pasture that had 
been selected as the landing strip. 

The foray of the winged armada 
in Burma climaxed seven months of 
back-breaking training and prepar- 
tion for this singular occasion. Men, 
horses, and mules had been care- 
fully rehearsed for the loading and 
unloading operations in mockup air- 
craft initially, then later with the 
real thing. 

It certainly takes a high brand of 
courage to ride any glider down into 
enemy territory during the dark- 
ness; but picture’ the additional 
bravery required to ride in a glider 
filled to capacity with pack mules 
many of which are doing their best 
to demolish the iight craft 
and jerking like a toy on a string 
in the rough air. To top this, a few 
of the maddened creatures had to 
be destroyed in mid-air to prevent 
them from sending the entire craft 
and occupants to a crashing doom. 
Fortunately incidents were 
few and there were plenty of unin- 
jured horses and landed to 
begin work at once. 

Thus ended most un- 
usual and daring operations in mili- 
tary history. Probably only a figure 
as colorful as Col: Cochran who now 
approaches the status of a legendary 
character could have planned and ex- 
ecuted successfully one of the most 
dangerous and novel tactics in all 
the annals of war. 

Incidentally the Burma 
proved more conclusively any 
words on the subject. just how the

flying. This combination working to- 
gether had succeeded in cracking one 
of the toughest nuts’ encountered 
thus far in Burma. 

While on the subject of mules, it 
might be well to mention that about 
1600 of them were kept busy on the 
Burma front during the monsoon 
season of 1942. These mules were 
credited with keeping a supply line 
open for several beleaguered batta- 
during the heavy rains. The 
sturdy beasts suffered only 12 cas- 
ualties during the entire operation. 

In Italy recently, mule-pack trains 
proved to be so effective, that Ger- 
man made every effort to 
line the pack animals in their sights 
and pring them down. In passing it 
may be well to note that many hors- 
es are used in mule pack trains. 
There is the bell mare; quite an im- 
portant luminary in her own right. 
Next in importance are the horses 
used to ride the flanks and rear of 
the train. Then of course some of 
the officers are mounted on horses; 
although one officer told me he pre- 
fers to ride a mule in a combat zone. 
He pointed out that the horse seems 
to be a give-a-way to the enemy who 
are familiar with the fact that most 
horses in a mule pack train are rid- 
den by officers. 

I have another little 
may be of some interest. 
S. cavalrymen now serving in 
China as instructors for the native 
cavalry. They find that the Chinese 
soldier is a tough and resourceful in- 
dividual, but strangely enough, they 
apparently don’t take to horses quite 
as easily as the average Yank or 
Britisher. Other reports from that 
area also indicate that the Japanese 
have made extensive use of horse 
cavalry and numerous units of this 
branch have been encountered in 
the battle zones.

Harvest Moon 





The Tale Of A Coincidence

Many horse show followers of a 


decade ago will remember a nice, 
breedy sort of mare that was shown 
by the Army’s horse show team 


around Chicago, the name of this 
mare being Harvest Moon. A daugh- 
ter of Harvey F., the mare, foaled in 
1924, came into the army at Front 
Royal, passed through the Depot and 
eventually came to the 14th Cavalry 
at Fort Sheridan, Ill., about 1933. 

It is here that Lewis E. Boner, 
Sp. 1/e (D) USCGR, comes into the 
Picture, not that Boner had any 
thought of ever serving in a Coast 
Guard unit, even a mounted one, in 
those days. Boner, a farm boy from 
West Frankfort, Illinois, joined the 
army and was assigned to the 14tk 
Cavalry, to the troop of then Capt. 
Larry Smith, in the 1st squadron, of 
which Major Harry A. Chamberlin 
was Troop Commander. 

Under these officers Boner learned 
to ride, and to show a jumper. His 
interest remains to this day along 
the lines Harry Chamberlin encour- 
aged. For three years Boner’s mount 
was Harvest Moon, whose good man- 
ners and personality caused the for- 
Mation of a bond between rider and 
horse that was close. So close was 
this bond that, when his time of ser- 
vice was up in 1937, the then Cor- 


poral Boner tried by all the means 
he knew, to buy his pet mount to get 
her out of the service. In this he 
was aided by the now Lt. Col. Harry 
Chamberlin, ever appreciative of a 
man’s interest in his horse. To no 
avail, however, Boner was mustered 
out without any idea of ever seeing 
Harvest Moon again. 

Back on the Illinois farm Boner 
tried again in 1939 to get his horse. 
Through Col. Chamberlain he wrote 
the Quartermaster General, receiving 
a reply that, if and when the mare 
was put on the Army’s IC list for 
disposal, Boner was to have first op- 
portunity to buy her. 

Came the war, and, Boner enlisting 
in the only outfit that offered him 
sure duty with horses, the Coast 
Guard's Mounted Beach Patrol, found 
himself assigned to Beach Patrol 
Station 214 of the 8th Naval Dist- 
rict, located at Foley, Alabama. In 
conversation with the Army’s repre- 
sentative in the district one day the 
latter spoke to Boner of a good old 
jumping mare at Station 206, at 
Pensacola, whose name, said the 
army officer, was Harvest Moon. 
Boner’s pleasure can well be imag- 
ined to find his old favorite so close. 
Naturally a transfer of the mare to 
Station 214 was quickly accomplish- 


ed and horse and rider were united 
once more. 

As time passed and the horses of 
the 8th District were soon to be sold 
Boner made another move to get pos- 
session of the mare he had coveted 
for ten years, writing the now Gen- 
eral Harry Chamberlin, who in the 
meantime had been assigned the 
duty of Commanding General at Fort 
Ord, California. The General per- 
sonally wrote the Procurement Divis- 
ion of the Treasury, whose detail it 
is to sell all surplus horses, at their 
Atlanta office, explaining in detail 
Boner’s story and why it would be 
nice for Harvest Moon to become his 
property. The girls in the Atlanta 
office wanted to make up a collection 
to buy the horse as a present for the 
Coastguardsman, but Government 
regulations have no bending point 
for anyone and the mare had to go 
on the block with the rest of her 
stablemates.

The story of her sale was quickly 
told. Someone bid thirty dollars for 
Harvest Moon. Bone’s bid was quick: 
thirty-two-fifty. Sold, said the auc- 
tioneer, and Harvest Moon at long 
last was owned by the man who had 
cherished her while in service and 
long hoped to have her as a civilian. 

Harvest Moon was shipped to her 
owner’s Illinois farm, but too late to 
be covered this season. Boner is 
hopeful that he may get a foal out of 
the old mare, though willing to ad- 
mit the odds are against him, not 
that he cares much. His old wish is 
satisfied and the mare has a happy 
home for the rest of her days. 

The owner himself went to the 
Coast Guard’s reclassification centre 
at Manhattan Beach when horsemen 
became surplus. There he was found 
to be unsuitable ‘‘for any other duty 
except with horses’ and eventually 
was sent to the 13th Naval District, 
to a station on the Oregon coast. 
Here the writer found him again, 
getting the rest of the story of Har- 
vest Moon, finishing out a tale that 
was first told one night last winter 
down there on the Gulf, with the 
warm winds sweeping up from Mexi- 
co. 

Some day we will tell the tale of 
the Beach Patrol and its horsemen, 
and a full tale it will be.

TAKE THE TRIP 


If one has never made the trip to the ringside of a yearling sale, 
he should be certain that such an outing is included in his next year’s 
plans. It is almost impossible to describe such a visit but even if he 
can’t be a buyer, it is about as exciting to be a mere spectator. 

A consignment is being sold and before this is finished, the owner 
of the next consignment makes a last minute inspection. The yearl- 
ings are in top shape. The grooms with one consignment gave a last 
brush to mane and tails before the youngsters entered the ring. The 
sale is carried right along, as soon as the yearling in the ring is sold 
by Doc. Bond, the next one is hurried into the ring. His breeding and 
the high points of his blood lines are mentioned and then it is time 
for the opening bid. Some of them are a bit slow in getting much of 
a bid but others start at the top. 

One of the incidents at the Meadow Brook Yearling Sales last 
week was when a bay colt by Flares—Morning, by American Flag 
was in the ring. The bidding was evidentally not making the progress 
the colt thought necessary and he backed up to the auctioneer’s stand 
and let go with both hind feet. The crowd laughed. The bidding 
picked up, and Mrs. Beatrice DiGiorgio bought the colt for $4,700. 

As the higher figures are reached, the bidding usually narrowed 
down to two persons and invariably they are on opposite sides of the 
ring. There is a cramming of necks, as bids jump from $100 to sev- 
eral thousand. As the successful bidder gets his yearling, the unsuc- 
cessful one wishes he had gone a little higher. 

After the day’s sales have been completed, there is a lot of figur- 
ing to be done as to what each consignment averaged. Then remarks 
are made as to whether or not one would have paid so much for a 
certain filly or colt and whether the speaker thinks the yearling will 
pay for itself. The notes about the coming day’s sales are looked 
over and speculation runs high as to how much one’s choice will 
bring. 

Finally the whole event is over, the new owners have shipped 
their racing and breeding prospects to the various farms. Nothing is 
left of the sales but fire side chatter for weeks to come.

lowing classes: 
hack, junior, 


middle and heivyweight, working, 3 
and 5 year old suitable or handicap, 
open, handy, pairs, tandem, teams or 
any combination of the above. The 
showing of green horses over a modi- 
fied outside course in as many clas. 
ses as possible should be encouraged, 
We feel that a definite limit should 
be placed on the height of the fences 
and more emphasis should be placed 
on conformation, manners and way 
of going. 


This, we feel, is one of our most 
important steps in improving the 
quality of hunters to be shown and 
used after victory is won. We sug- 
gest, as a means of accomplishing 
these aims, that the question be re- 
ferred to the Hunter Division Con- 
mittee of the American Horse Show 
Association for their consideration, 
and that this letter be published in 
The Chronicle in order to stimulate 
open discussion of the subject. 


As we see it, the only »>bjection 
that might arise is that a _ green 
hunter, which is only shown and not 
hunted, could go on _ indefinitely 
showing in green classes at 3% feet. 
To obviate this difficulty it could be 
specified that a horse, after winning 
three blue ribbons in green hunter 
classes at 3% feet, could not the 
FOLLOWING season, after winning 
the third blue, be shown as green. 

The fall shows might cooperate by 
following the suggestions made here 
as a test so that their representa 
tives could come to the fall meeting 
of the American Horse Shows Assot- 
iation equipped to argue the case at- 
cording to their experience. To my 
knowledge, there is no rule at pres 
ent which conflicts with the plan out 
lined. For those who wish to ob- 
serve the success of this proposal, ! 
am pleased to announce that the 
Maryland Hunter Show in September 
will feature just such a green hunter 
section which can be used as a guide 
by all those interested.

It never rains but what it pours. 
On Sunday, September 10th there are 
two horse shows here in eastern 
Pennsylvania, and both of them 
promise to be real shows. In Rox- 
porough, Philadelphia is being held 
the 10th Annual Port Royal Horse 
Show and Country Fair; and at Lud- 
wick Corner, Chester County, is be- 
ing held the Ludwick Corner Horse 
Show. 

The latter show is designed for 
the benefit of the horses that regu- 
larly hunt with either the Eagle 
Hunt or Pickering Hunt, both of 
which packs hunt the country there- 
abouts.

Greater Shortage Of Hay Is 
Expected When Hunting’s 
In Full Swing Again 


There is going to be a shortage of 
good ‘‘horse-hay’’, and this will con- 
stitute a problem in the future both 
to breeders and trainers of blood- 
stock, and to hunting men. One 
gathers that for two or three years 
after the war has ceased there will 
be no return to meadow, pasturage, 
and old farming methods, so that 
hay shortage will inevitably con- 
tinue, with the position becoming 
worse when hunting once more gets 
into full swing. 

John Porter, one of the most 
famous and successful trainers Eng- 
land has ever had, once said to me 
“J consider good old land hay the 
most important part of a racehorse’s 
fodder. The most difficult animals I 
have had to train have been those 
which did not clean up their hay 
ration”. 

There has been no necessity for 
farmers in recent times to perjure 
their souls by swearing that their 
hay was “got without a shower’. 
Those of uS who in happier days 
went hay buying, never remember 
examining a stack that hadn’t been 
won without rain falling on it. So 
scarce will good ‘“‘hoss hay” be for 


- some years that there will be no call 


to tell any fairy stories about it—it 
will sell itself, and, if control per- 
mits, will command a big price. 


Few Stablemen “‘Coming On” 

During the war years there have 
been no boys employed in hunting 
stables—indeed, there have been no 
private stables containing hunters. 
Few country houses (whose yards 
were once alive with stablemen and 
strappers) now employ more than 
one or two veteran groom—‘‘handy- 
men”, who look after the children’s 
ponies, and “bring round” the tub- 
cart for the squire, or his lady to 
drive into the local market town, or 
make a call. Cavalry is non existent. 
so are coachmen (whose family us- 
ually provided at least one follower- 
on amongst horses), so that practi- 
cally all the main sources of supply 
of good stablemen are closed. 

Where then are the grooms of the 
future to come from? Although not 
Nearly so many will be required 
after the war as was the case only a 
few short years ago, there will again 
be those who will have their boxes 
occupied by hunters and hacks; and 
there will be those at country hous- 
€s who will resume breeding horses 
of various types. The fact that there 
are no youths “coming on” as 
stooms, and that other occupations 
will offer such high wages after 
hostilities have ceased, together with 
the dislike of this generation to 
ntightwork, makes the outlook a ser- 
fous one. 

The only remaining avenue seems 
to be racing stables, but we ure re- 
minded of the advice given to “‘the 
tehest commoner in England”, when 
he was about to engage his first 
sroom—and that was in the equine 
golden age. The advice was: 

“Lord Ladythorne. M. F. H. makes 
ita rule never to take a groom who 
has been brought up in a= racing- 
Stable, for he says they are all hurry 
ad gallop, and for putting two hours 
fercise into one. It is hard to say 
Whether the tricks of the town ones, 


or the gaucheries of the country ones 
are most objectionable. The latter 
never put on their boots and upper 
things properly. A slangy slovenly- 
looking fellow should’ be avoided. 
Also men with shock heads of hair. 
If they can’t trim themselves, there 
will not be much chance of their 
trimming their horses. A man who 
really knows and cares. anything 
about horses is a very difficult per- 
son to get. There are plenty who can 
hiss and fuss, and be busy upon noth- 
ing, but very few who can both dress 
a horse and dress themselves. The 
old saying ‘who shall counsel a man 
in the choice of a wife, or a horse?’ 
applies with equal force to grooms.” 
More About Bloodhound-Foxhound 
Cross 

As the recent suggestion that the 
nose of foxhounds would be iniprov- 
ed by a cross of bloodhound is by 
some considered a new and unexplor- 
ed experiment, it is interesting to 
quote what Mr. G. A. Cowen, of 
Edmundbyers House, Shotley Bridge, 
writes to me regarding the thorough 
and lengthy trial given by his grand- 
father over a half a century ago. 

The late Col. J. A. Cowen was long 
Master of the Braes of Derwent Hunt, 
and, in addition, was one of th» most 
prominent breeders of and author- 
ities on bloodhounds. He tried the 
first cross of bloodhound, and then 
bred back to foxhound. Mr. G. A. 
Cowen in his letter to me says: 

“We have several paintings of the 
more famous of my _ grandfather’s 
pure bloodhounds, and the trophies 
they won—notably the dog “Druid”’, 
and the bitch “Dingle’’, but no re- 
cords of the cross-breds. The Braes 
of Derwent country is in parts very 
heavily wooded, and for the most 
part, these woodlands are on steep 
banks of rivers and streams. For the 
purpose of improving the music of 
the pack in these big woodlands my 
grandfather introduced the  blood- 
hound cross into the foxhounds. I 
have always been given to under- 
stand that the experiment was even- 
tually given up owing to the ten- 
dency for the bloodhound strain to 
hang on the line instead of driving 
on. Their excellent noses and apjm- 
ent delight in throwing their tn- 
gues became ae nuisance, as _ it 
brought other hounds back to stale 
lines they could not own, and which 
the cross-breds could not hunt at 
more than walking pace.” 

When Dog Fights Were Popular 

Old English market towns are 
often deadly quiet on Sundays. Some- 
times, except on market-day, there 
is very little astir in the middle of 
the morning on week-days. Sudden- 
ly, however, the silence is broken by 
sounds of canine combat. Two sworn 
enemies meet in the cobble-stoned 
market-place, they commence +0 
fight, and, from all directions come 
dogs of many breeds, known and 
unknown. 

Recently at Leyburn and at Helm- 
sley I witnessed such canine flares- 
up, and the speedy gathering of the 
clans. Soon there was Bedlam, but 
the occurrence was so common that 
no doors were opened, no one ap- 
peared at windows or inn doors, and 
the few passers by did no more than 


glance at the’ snarling, growling, 
yelping fighters with their noisy 
canine spectators. Terriers, Aire- 


dales, collies and mongrels, seem to 
be the most quarrelsome; foxkounds, 
greyhounds, spaniels, and the smal- 
ler fry hasten to watch, to add to 
the din, and to rush in to have a 
bite at the animal which is getting 
the worst of the contest. 

It is on such occasions one might 
imagine all the exhibits at a dog 


show had been turned loose, for in 
one market-square the otter day I 
counted nearly twenty different 
breeds. It was then that two bull- 
terriers were having a reaily busi- 
ness-like set-to. Someone had _ the 
temerity to try to separate tnem, but 
he might as well have triel to pull 
a telegraph pole from out of the 
ground. When he saw that his efforts 
were not only hopeless, but that he 
was in danger of himself being bit- 
ten, he gave up, and remarked to 
me ‘‘and to think that men used to 
look upon fights between bul!!—and 
Staffordshire terriers as ‘‘sport’’, 
and as a pleasant way of spending 
an evening!” It was so, and what is 
more, it is not so many years ago 
that there was a market in Ireland 
and elsewhere for dogs known to be 
game enough to tackle al! coiers, 
and to fight to the death. 

A little over a century ago hadger- 
baiting, and dog-fighting were, like 
cock-fighting, popular forms of 
amusement all over the country, 
and a recognised part of London life. 
Pierce Egan tells us how the “Toms 
and Jerries’ of that day were ap- 
proached by dog-fanciers, who hana- 
ed them cards announcing dog-fights 
at various pits. One of these adven- 
tised a combat at the Wesiminster 
Pit between a monkey and ‘a dog 
of 20 lbs. weight, the property of a 
nobleman well-known in the circle. 
After which, a dog-fight for £10, 
between the Camberwell black and 
tanned dog, and the weil-known 
Stratford dog; and a matea between 
two bitches, the property of two 
gentlemen well-known in the Faney. 
To conclude with bear and  dog- 
fighting.”’

Maryland Hunter Show 


When The Chronicle office receiv- 
ed a copy of the Maryland Hunter 
Show Prize list this week, a number 
of innovations that are sound and 
attractive were noted. We were plea- 
sed to see a new Green Hunter Sec- 
tion with nine classes, a new work- 
ing hunter section with seven class- 
es, and a new Junior horsemanship 
section with five classes. Most inter- 
esting of all was the Master’s class 
which apparently has no precedent. 


The class specifications read as 
follows: ‘“‘Master’s Class—Open to 
all hunters. Appointments not re- 


quired but will count. Class conduct- 
ed as a hunt field. Master not in com-~- 
petition. Field to follow single file 
at a safe hunting distance at walk, 
trot, canter, gallop or over fences 
when called for. Horses may _ be 
withdrawn from competition by the 
judge if they show bad manners. 
Horse refusing a fence to withdraw 
automatically. Master may _ keep 
field on outside course or bring into 
ring when small enough. Any hunt- 
er fences, 3’-6’’ to 4’-0’. Judged on 
manners, 50 percent; way of going, 
95 percent; performance over fence, 
29 percent, and appointments, 5 
percent.” 

In writing these specifications the 
committee, you will note, has wisely 
placed emphasis on manners. That 
this class will require manners leav- 
es no doubt; for it,.approaches more 
closely than any other the actual 
conditions met while casting or rid- 
ing to hounds. 


* other classes listed in the work- 
ing hunter section are: owner— 
rider class, handy working hunters, 
hunters in harness, qualified work- 
ing hunters, and a $200.00 working 
hunter stake class. A new Challenge 
trophy presented by the “Carrollton 





Hounds” will be awarded to the 
champion working hunter.

Horse Show 
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Now Is The Time For 
Practical Planning On 
Post-War Problems 


Problems of the post-war period 
will even transcend those of the 
actual fighting of the war, P, C. 
Turner, president of the Interstate 
Farmers Council, Baltimore, Md., 
declared in an address before the 
annual meeting of the West Virginia 
Farm Bureau at Jackson Millis in 
which he emphasized that now is the 
time to get down to practical plan- 
ning o0 ways to meet post-war pro- 
blems. 

“In making plans for agriculture’s 
future,’”’ he declared, ‘‘we must keep 
as a basic philosophy the fact that 
if there is to be a purchasing power 
to consume our goods at fair prices, 
smoke must come out of the chim- 
neys of industry and iabor must be 
employed.” 

Among the problems that must be 
met after the war, Mr. Turner said, 
will be a national debt of three hun- 
dred billion dollars—or about §2,- 
000 for every man, woman and child 
in America; the distribution of one 
hundred billion dollars worth of 
surplus war materials that consum~- 
ers can use without disrupting busi- 
ness or creating unemployment, and 
ways for giving full employment to 
returning soldiers. 

The head of the Interstate Farm- 
ers Council, which is composed of 
3g farm organizations and coopera- 
tives in West Virginia, Virginia, Del- 
aware, Maryland and Pennsylvania 
with a combined membership of more 
than 375,000 farmers, said that two 
other problems the country faces are 
the attempt on one hand of John L. 
Lewis to take over farmers as a part 
of his District 50° and the efforts on 
the other hand of “certain business 
interests through the so-called Nat- 
ional Tax Equality Association to 
cripple and destroy farmer coopera- 
tives.” 

Should Mr. Lewis succeed in his 
“efforts to get control of production, 
transportation, processing and dis- 
tribution of all farm commodities, it 
would just about spell the end of 
free enterprise in this country,” Mr. 
Turner said, adding however, that 
farm organizations and cooperatives, 
through an educational campaign 
waged through the Interstate Farm- 
ers Council, had just about stopped 
the Lewis organizers in their pro- 
gram to “delude farmers into sign- 
ing up with a miners’ union.” 

Charging that Lewis has spent “a 
lot of money in his drive to unionize 
farmers and has little to show for 
it,” Mr. Turner said that the strategy 
of the head of the United Mine Work- 
ers apparently is “to maintain skele- 
ton organizations in a dozen states 
in the hope that the time will come 
during a post-war depression when 
farmers will become so desperate 
that they will fall for his propagan- 
da.”

Get Rid Of Weevil 
Damage To Avoid Loss 


The first step in preventing weevil 
damage to stored grain, beans and 
peas is to clean every bit of old grain 
and dust out of the bin—and the first 
step is worth taking with weevil 
losses as high as they are. 

As soon as the bin is dusted, spray 
thoroughly with a good household 
fly spray so that there will not be 
any insects waiting to start work on 
the new insect-free grain when it 
goes in the bin. 

As for fumigating the grain, car- 
bon bisulphide is recommended for 
large quantities. It can be purchased 
from most drug stores and dealers in 
chemical supplies. Best results can 
be obtained from treatments made in 
air-tight chambers. 

Under air-tight conditions a pound 
will treat 80 bushels or 100 ‘cubic 
feet of grain. Temperature should 
be about 75 degrees. After 36 hours 
exposure to the gas, the treated grain 
should be aired, then stored in insect 
proof chambers to prevent reinfesta- 
tion. 

Don’t forget that carbon bisulphide 
is highly inflammable, however. 

For small amounts of grain, peas, 
or beans which are not to be used 
for seed, heat may be used to kill the 
weevils. Place the seed in shallow 
pans in an oven for an hour at a 
temperature of 185 degrees. then 
store in tight containers. If a ther- 
mometer isn’t available, heat until 
the grain feels hot to the hand but 
is not uncomfortable to hold. Then 
keep it at this temperature for an 


hour.

Financial Reserve 


Advised For Farmers 


Build up a financial reserve now 
and plan to get your farm production 
back on a peace-time basis, is the 
advice of Dr. Harold N. Young, Ex- 
tension economist at Virginia Poly- 
technic Institute, has for farmers. 

Returning production to a peace- 
time basis won’t be difficult because 
our war effort has been directed to- 
ward producing those things which 
are best adapted to our conditions. 

Building up a financial reserve 
calls first for paying debts. It calls, 
too, for buying on credit only those 
things which can be paid quickly. 
And it certainly includes investment 
in war bonds, where the interest is 
higher than in many other reserves. 

With a financial reserve, farmers 
will be better able to repair and re- 
model buildings, construct new build- 
ing and fences, buy necessary new 
machinery, and improve the home. 
Money in reserve will come in mighty 
handy for electricity, running water,

Owners’ and Trainers’ Mistakes

Vic Oliver inquired the price of 
Channel Swell, and Mr. J. McGuigan, 
who was then training the horse, 
offered him for £300. Someone ad- 
vised Vie Oliver against buying and 
since Channel Swell has won sever- 
al races the American comedian has 
been kicking himself that he missed 
the chance of a really good horse 
and an animal which later will com- 
mand a big price as a stud horse for 
abroad. This will be some _ time 
ahead, for Channel Swell is not yet 
finished winning races.

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were going to endure indefinitely, 
“world without end.” 

The exceptions to this rule being 
so few that they merely emphasize 
its general application. 

While Henry Ford is known as a 
hater of horses and an opponent of 
everything that pertains to their wel- 
fare or popularity, at the same time 
one of his famous sayings might well 
be linked up with present-day turf 
affairs. 

Henry was being interviewed one 
day—it may have been in connection 
with his memorable scheme for ‘“‘get- 
ting the boys out of the trenches” 
in World War I, which crystallized 
in his benignant “Peace Ship’— 
when, the interviewer venturing to 
remark that history was against his 
views, he made the retort: 

“History is punk!” 

Apparently that is the belief of 
about 999 out of every 1,000 persons 
now active in our turf affairs. 

Otherwise they would not now be 
gyrating so epileptically as is the 
case. 

For turf history tells us that, with- 
out exception, every period of the 
past which was akin to that now pre- 
valent has been followed by one of 
exactly the opposite sort—that a fly- 
ing leap has invariably been taken 
by both racing and breeding from 
the topmost peaks to the bottom of 
the abyss. 

In other words, 
ended in wreckage.. 
effect following each 
mathematical certainty. 

Of course this has had no effect 
upon the reckless. When warned, 
they have always produced the most 
emphatic reason (7?) why “things 
are different this time” and it is im- 
possible for “anything like that to 
happen again.” 

Which, incidentally, has had no 
effect whatever upon the course of 
history, it having repeated itself 
with imperturbable continuity. 

Just now the “tower of strength” 
in which the inflationists have en- 
trenched themselves is the fact that 
racing has been rendered impregn- 
able (2?) because it is protected by 
legislation in almost every state 
worth while—and that the great 
revenues which these states derive 
from it are the equivalent of 100 per 
cent insurance against cyclones of 
the sort that have reduced it to kind- 
ling-wood, again and again, in time 
past. 

There is a certain air of validity 
attaching to this argument. From 
the standpoint of its projection it 
can be made to seem unanswerable. 

However, in times of storm and 
stress, the best laid schemes of de- 
fense and refuge go down like hous- 
es of cards. What has looked like 
invulnerable strength proves no bet- 
ter than paste-board. 

Laws, it is well to remember,— 
and this goes for the best and most 
praiseworthy, which in both. intent 
and execution have made only for 
good—represent only the moods aud 
tempex of law-makers at the time of 
their enactment. 

These in turn representing only— 
and perhaps!—the moods and tem- 
pers of the masses of people that 
have elected the law-makers.

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Next came two hunter classes over 
a course both in the ring, and out- 
side, that finished over a_ horrible 
looking ditch. This ditch, about 
6’-0” wide, was dug very deep in the 
sand, and with a birch rail on the 
near side and a low brush on the far, 
the horses did not like it at all. One 
big disadvantage to this outside 
course was that the spectators were 
all over the place, and as it was not 
feasible to rope them off, it was de- 
cided it would not be safe to use it 
in the Sunday crowds. 

The heavyweight hunter class was 
won by R. L. Lehan’s Sir Michael, 
with Mount Vernon Ranch’s Soon 
Over, ridden by Vernon Cardy, 2nd. 
The middleweight hunter went to 
Commando, owned by H. J. O’Con- 
nell and ridden by Percy Knott, and 
R. L. Lehan’s Romance, ridden by 
Mrs. Jacobsen, was 2nd. 

Feature event of the Saturday 
afternoon was the open jumping, 
with twenty odd entries. Winner was 
Oberon, ridden and owned by F. H. 
Dillingham. This 18-hand grey by 
*St. Sylvestre, gave a smooth and ef- 
fortless performance. To him, the 
jumps were nothing, and each was 
taken right in his huge stride. Sec- 
ond was Mike Jr., owned by L. C. 
Harland, and ridden by Major L. M. 
Hart. Now that Ed Berwick’s Mike 
is back in the show ring, with Gerry 
Kirwan, Mr. Harland has added 
“junior” to his horse’s name. 

Two other jumping classes were 
held during the afternoon. and one 
of these was the handy hunter. A 
wonderful thing in courses was plan- 
ned by George Jacobsen, and it was 
entirely different to anything we 
have had around here. It amounted 
to an intricate maze of figure eights. 
Faults and time counted, the horse 
with a clean round and the fastest 
time, winning. In 1st place was the 
fast moving combination of Calgary 
Lad and Malcolm Baker, and 2nd 
was My Chum, Gerry Gariepy up. 

Last class, held just as the sun set, 
was the high jump. There was a pause 
between jumps while the  bugler 
blew retreat and the flag was run 
down. Winner of this was H. J. 
OConnell’s very promising jumper, 
Perky, ridden by Percy Knott. Sec- 
ond was Missy, ridden and owned by 
Mrs. F. H. Dillingham. The jumps 
around here are all wingless, but 
this was the first time the practice 
had been carried through to the high 
jump. A wingless high jump is pretty 
tough.

Out-To-Sea’s 
beautiful performance in this class 
gave him an easy win. Second was 
Mrs. H. J. O’Connell’s Gamin. 

Gamin came back to win the lad- 
ies’ hunter, ridden by Mrs. Stani- 
forth, with Mrs. Dillingham’s Missy, 
2nd. 

The next performance class was 
the Armed Forces jumping cless. 
The Navy, the Army, and the Air 
Force were represented, and the win- 
ners were Major L. M. Hart riding 
L. C. Harland’s Mike Jr., and Gerald 
Kirwan, R. C. N. V. R., 2nd on his 
Quicksilver. 

The pair jumping brought anoth- 
er blue to Mike Jr. Ridden by Major 
L. M. Hart, and pairing with Mary

Rated off the pace for a mile, Black 
Ned was sent forward going around 
the last turn and never left the issue

winner. A half a length away Field- 
fare finished 3rd, another eight 
lengths in front of *Himmel. 

Thursday’s steeplechase was mark- 
ed by poor fencing and swerving by 
each of the five that went to the 
post. Out of this scramble Mrs. F. 
Ambrose Clark’s Royal Archer, who 
has had a bit more experience than 
the others, emerged the winner by 
four lengths after swerving badly 
at the last jump. John Bosley’s Be- 
néksar closed seme ground in the 
closing stages to be 2nd under a 
hard drive after showing a sticky 
performance for a turn of the field. 
Brookmeade Stable’s Gay Venture 
finished 8rd three lengths behind 
Beneksar, and might have won with 
a little better racing luck. Well rid- 
den by W. Owen, who held him off 
the pace, Gay Venture fenced well 
most of the way, only to be carried 
wide by Royal Archer going to the 
last jump.
